"In the l i t h Howard reports, a hun 
dred pages are devoted to this dis 
cussion and the decision, and yet these 
leaders have not th e courage, or hon 
esty, to state the question as it la. 
If 
they had a president and congress of 
Prohibitionists they could do no more 
to prohibit the liquor traffic in Indiana 
than they could do now.

I sub­ 
mit if the whisky p arties’ have given 
prohibition to 36,000.000 of our co u n­ 
trymen, while the Prohibitionists have 
never as a pgrty given it to one tow n ­ 
ship. it la evident th a t it is better to 
stand by the ‘whisky parties* th at do 
som ething for prohibition rath er than 
the party that only resolves and talks 
and spends Its time abusing its fellow­ 
men who prefer to be practical as well 
as theoretical. 
"Only having convinced one voter 
out of each forty that he ought to vote 
their ticket, after forty years of party 
organization, it would seem th at the 
Prohibitionists should see the fallacy 
of th eir method and sta rt out to get 
prohibition in the towns, counties and 
states w here they can do something.**

While P ittsb u rg and vicinity figured 
prominently in the early history of the 
republic, the city bas never laid claim 
to any g reat share of the victories 
achieved by A mericans in the w ar of 
1812 because m ost of the engagem ents 
of that conflict took place on the w a­ 
ter. But, an inland town and almost 
village, as it w as at th at time, P itts­ 
burg 
contributed 
mnierially 
tow ard 
the notable victory of Oliver II. Perry 
on Lake E rie Sept. 13, 1813. In Pitts 
burg w ere 
m anufactured 
the 
ropes 
th a t were required in the equipment of 
P erry ’s fam ous fleet. 
This w as the first instance th a t lias 
been placed on record of Pittsburg's 
having furnished the equipm ent of a 
fleet of w a r for tile government, but 
since th a t tim e the Smoky City bas al­ 
w ays beld a prom inent place in the 
building of vessels of w ar. Those craft 
of P erry’s, of course, wore only wooden 
affairs, and the amount of iron about 
them w as very small. With the evolu­ 
tion in tile construction of w ar vessels 
came also tile development of indus­ 
tries In P ittsburg, so that now, by the 
m anufacture of arm or plate for Uncle 
S am ’s ships, th e city still sustains its 
reputation which was skirted in such 
a humble w ay in 1813 by furnishing a 
quantity of rope for Berry's fleet on 
Lake Erie. 
The ropem aking industry w as begun 
in Pittsburg in 1794. and the first one 
to engage extensively in the business 
w as Colonel John Irwin, a Revolution­ 
ary soldier, w ho wes severely w ound­ 
ed in the battle of Paoli. 
A fter peace 
w as declared he started in tile business 
in Pittsburg and at the same tim e es­ 
tablished the first ropewalk west of the 
Alleghany 
mountains, 
ills place of 
business w as located on the site for so 
m any yen re since occupied by the fa­ 
mous old hotel, tile Monongahela House. 
Here, w here since presidents, kings and 
princes have been entertained, tile rope 
business w as modestly begun. 
Colonel Irwin died not long a fte r the 
establishm ent of bis business in the 
city. bis death having been the result 
of injuries lie sustained in the Revo­ 
lutionary war. 
The business w as a t­ 
tended to by Mrs. Irwin, who is said 
to have been a w om an of extraordinary 
energy and ability. 
L ater ber son as­ 
sisted her, and the business w as car­ 
ried on under Hie firm name of Mary 
& John Irwiu. 
In 1795 the ropewalk was removed 
lo the square bounded by Lilierty ave­ 
nue. Third and F ourth streets an d Re­ 
doubt alley. 
T he product turned out 
by the Irw in s w as of a good quality 
and was in great dem and. 
T he busi 
uess grew, a is I soon It was necessary 
to remove the walk to a place w here 
more ground w as available. 
Conse­ 
quently in 1812 tho w orks w ere re­ 
moved to a site on the bank of the 
Allegheny river near the Point. 
Soon after this last removal there 
cam e one day to call on Mrs. Irwin a 
boyish looking fellow who introduced 
himself us Oliver ll. Perry. 
Ile said 
th a t he w as building a fleet of w ar 
vessels on the shore of Lake E rie and 
th at lie would require a considerable 
quantity of cordage to equip bis fleet. 
Mrs. Irwin made a contract w ith the 
youthful naval officer, and in due time 
tile cordage w as all finished and deliv­ 
ered to Commodore Perry. 
T he am ount of rope in this famous 
order was not great compared with 
th a t which 4s now used in fitting out 
our modern sea monsters of ships, but 
for the day and the' place the order 
w as a notable one. When the entire or­ 
der was completed, Mrs. Irwin, who, 
though well up in years was still in­ 
terested in business and w as intensely 
patriotic, gave personal supervisic n to 
the inspection and packing of the goods. 
They were taken by w ay of the Alle­ 
gheny valley, p a rt way by boats and 
p art way overland, to the famous bay 
on the south shore of Lake Erie w here 
the im patient Perry w as busily engag­ 
ed in getting his little fleet ready for 
the coming battle which w as to mean 
so much for the American cause. In a 
short time tile ropes were all fitted to 
their places, and the fleet set sail. 
W h at happened a t Put-ln-Buy on that 
famous day of Sept. 13, 1813, is known 
to every American. It w as from one of 
his victorious ships, fitted with Irw in ’s 
cordage m ade a t Pittsburg, th a t the 
young commodore sent his immortal 
dispatch, "W e have met the enemy, 
and they are ours.*' 
Perry and his men and his stanch 
ships won this notable victory, b u t the 
stout ropes and good cordage made 
along Duquesne w ay in the infant city 
of P ittsburg did their share also, for 
when they were put to the test they 
proved th a t they were good stuff.~

Tile Democrats, by changing their po­ 
sition, have weakened them selves with 
two classes of voters.

in past years to believe th at it is a 
great injustice to allow Taylor to re­ 
main in Indiana. 
By leaving out a 
declaration to this effect this year they 
have hurt them selves with the fanat­ 
ics of their own m anufacture.
